Gas 
For Late This 


Last week's public meeting on 
natural gas installation was very 
poorly attended. However those who 
took the effort to be present were 
let in on some of the facts and fig- 
ures that had been bothering them. 

Representatives of the gas com- 
pany, Messrs C. Ross. G. Benoy and 
Ian MacNabb gave very interesting 
talks on the procedures of bringing 
gas to the town and into the homes. 
The mains will run down the alleys 
and from the property line to the 
house, will be laid by the company 
at a cost to the householder of 75 
cents per foot. 

Meters must be installed inside so 
that they do not freeze, Conversion 
burners can be installed in coal 
burning kitchen ranges and also in 
furnaces that are in good shape. Hot 
water heaters can be connected to 
the same boilers that now use elec- 
tricity and various circulating hea- 
ters and radiants are available for 
homes with no furnace. 

Prices quoted are not out of any- 
one's reach and the service line pay- 
ment can be spread over a short per- 
fod of time where needed. An office 
will be set up to receive applications 
and as each one is received the house- 
holder will be issued with a house 
number so that he can be found 
quickly in case of trouble 

The contract cails for gas to be 
delivered here by October 31, 1956. 
Several outfits will be working on 
this project and almost nothing short 


of a flood will hold up the work, but: 


the weather in Alberta can never be 
predicted, so that there can be no 
guarantee that it can be completed 
on time. 
Taken all in all, the prospects look 
good here and everyone 
pleased with the idea excepting pos- 
sibly the coal merchant.

Five-Year License Plan 
For Alberta's Drivers

Alberta government is considering 
the possibility of issuing five-year 
driving licenses, according to a re- 
cent official announcement. Under 
the plan, the license would expire 
every five year's on the holds 
birthday. 

Hon. Gordon Taylor, minister of 
highways, stated in the legislature 
that no decision has been made on 
the amount of the license fee, whe- 
ther it would be $5 to correspond 
with a $1 a year now or a smaller 
charge, 

Under the new plan, the driver 
would be assigned one license number 
permanently, which would simplify 
the filing procedure. 

Legislation also was introduced in 


hicles and Highway Traffic Act in 
order to make new provisions in re- 
gard to proof of financial responsi- 
bility, 

Based on similar regulations in 
Manitoba and British Columbia, the 
amendments call for drivers to 
carry “Financial Responsibility 
Cards" issued either by the driver's 
insurance company or the registrar 
of vehicles.

It also will be of little value to 
motorists who change their oil in the 
spring and fall regardless of its con- 
dition. However, the council be- 
lieves the invention will have wide 
application among motorists using 
all-season oils. 

The council now is experimenting 
with the slug for use in airplane en- 
gines, stationary engines and sealed 
units where oi] change is difficult 
or costly. 

J. D, W. Cumberland, secretary of 
Positive Metals and Alloys Ltd., the 
newly licensed company, said ar- 
rangements have been completed to 
distribute and sell the slug at garages 
in about two months.

the hunter, The amended regula- 
tions unhappily puts the onus for 
protection upon the landowner ra- 
ther than the onus for decent hunt- 
ing manners on the hunters and un- 
less they want further tightening 
up of the Act of hunting, the Fish 
and Game _ Association members 
should put on a good drive to check 
the behavior of that section of the 
hunters which called forth the reg- 
ulations as first proposed. They 
should do a thorough job of educa- 
tion on the greenhorn hunter and on 
the stupid hunter.

Notes From D.A. 


By Howard J. Fulcher 


Farm fatalities are far too high 
during the rush of spring work, In 
addition to these there are many 
other injuries resulting in loss of 
fingers, hands and legs. Still many 
more are of a lesser nature but all 
only add to expenses and suffering. 

Most of these accidents could and 
should be avoided, they are caused 
by mistaken judgment and careless- 
ness in many cases, Complete over- 
hauling and repair of machinery be- 
fore work commences in the field will 
help to eliminate hasty field repairs 
which often lead to injuries. The 
tractor and power machinery have 
made it more and more imperative 
to be careful in farming operations. 

Rearing of the tractor has caused 
many fatalities, thig is caused by 
jerking or improper hitching, never 
hook machinery to a tractor above 
drawbar level. Today's machines 
have many safety features incorpor- 
ated, such as shields and safty seats, 
these should be in the place properly 
and firmly secured. 

There are a number of factors 
which may lead to the accidents 
which should be avoided if at all 
possoble, Among these are exces- 
sive speed, slippery footing, tiredness, 
of operator, improper hitching, but 
the greatest one is carelessness, 

Be sure that all machinery 1s op- 
erating correctly that the tractor 
brakes and steering assemblies are 
in good condition and safety shields 
in place. Do not adjust, lubricate or 
clean machines while they are in 
motion, Careful or careless opera- 
tions may mean the difference be- 
tween life or death, "BE CAREFUL.”

STAY WITH RECOMMENDED 
WHEAT VARIETIES 


A. D, McFadden, cerealist at the 
Lacombe: Experimental Farm, advises 
Alberta farmers not to be in ‘vo big 
a hurry to substitute the new Selkirk 
wheat for the commonly grown 
Thatcher and Saunders. Selkirk was 
introduced to meet the treat of some 
of the newest rust strains, he points 
out, It is a good quality wheat and 
fits well the purpose intended, but 
wheat rust is not a major threat in 
Albert. Selkirk wheat is at present 
recommended only in the irrigated 
areas of the province. 

Whether it will prove sufficiently 
superior under Alberta conditions to 
replace the currently popular vari- 
eties remains to be seen; so far the 
odds have been against it, Tests con- 
ducted during the past three years 
on the major soil zones of central 
Alberta have produced variable re- 
sults. The average of these tests in 
1954 showed Selkirk producing 31.4 
bushels per acre and outyielding 
Thatcher by 23 per cent but in both 
1953 and 1955, Thatcher proved the 
higher yeilder, In 1953, Thatcher 
averaged 48.8 bushels per acre in the 
tests, outyielding Selkirk by 6%, In 
1955, Thatcher produced an average 
yield of 45.2 bus. per acre — 13.2% 
more than Selkirk. 

Just why Selkirk should have shown 
up so well in 1954 is not known, but 
the research men advise waiting at 
least for results of the 1956 tests be- 
fore considering large scale produc- 
tion of this variety in Alberta, As 
for the other characteristics, Mr. Mc- 
Fadden reports Selkirk in Alberta 
averaging around one day earlier 
than Thatcher and two days later 
than Saunder. Selkirk has a much 
larger kernal than either Saunders
